Myriam Brings In 57 Survivors, 


New York (Thursday, Nov. 15 (A.P.).

Lamport & Holt linor Vestris were land- 
in Brooklyn early today by a tug 


tanker Myriam in Gravesend Bay. 

Eight of those brought ashore were 
passengers, one of. whom was Mrs. Cline 
Slaughter, of Chicago, the wife of a 
survivor brought to New York yesterday 
by the steamer American Shipper. 

Mrs. Slaughter said that she had 
heard her husband had been rescued, 
although they were both floating about 
in the churning seas off the Virginia 
capes when a lifeboat picked her up 
and pulled away. A few minutes after 
she reached the pier her husband 
rushed up to greet her. 

Aside .from the eight passengers, the 
Myriam brought to port 49 members 
of the Vestris crew. six of them staff 
Officers, three musicians, seventeen 
from the commissary department of 
the ship and 23 firemen. 

Mrs. Slaughter said that so far as she 
Knew “there was no such thing as 
criminal negligence” in connection with 
the handling of the Vestris by its offi- 
cers and crew. : 

Evans Hampden, a negro fireman, as 
spokesman for the 23 fireman brought 
ashore by the Myriam, charged that 
when the ship sailed from Hoboken a 
coal hole on the port side of the ship 
4 inches above the water line was open 
6 inches. He said the door was stiff 
from lack of grease ad that at 8 
o’cloch Sunday morning the water was 
ankle deep in the fire room. 

First Survivors Arrive. 

New York, Nov. 14 (A.P.).—Two 
shiploads of survivors of the Lamport 
& Holt liner Vestris arrived today to 
unfold details of one of the most hore 
rible of maritime disasters. 

An official inquiry has been ordered, 
based upon their almost unanimous 
charges of inefficiency, indecision and 
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delay against Capt. William J. Carey 
and his crew. 

Interspersed in narratives of hero- 

igm—and of brutality—of narrow cs- 
cape and of suffering, invariably ap- 
peared assertions that if proper steps 
Mad been taken by the ships execu- 
tives and crew, most if not all of the 
108 now dead would be alive. 
_ Even with the S O §S call too long 
delayed, efficient handling of the 
Vestris’ life-saving equipment by those 
responsible would have brought most 
‘of the 108 out of danger. declared 
‘survivors today—48 full hours—dBfter 
the Vestris plunged off Virginia. 


Carey Never to Answer. 


These are charges which United 
States Attorney Tuttle announced to- 
Gay that he will begin to investigate 
tomorrow, but Capt. Carey himself will 
never be calied to answer them. 


For after seeing the women and chil- 
aren under his care dumped into a 
bolling sea trom shattered lifeboats, 
his passengers and crew leaping into 
‘the waves from the foundering ship. 
‘and feeling the bridge on which he 
stood sinking beneath his feet. Capt. 
Carey, one of his si wards sald, fumped 
into the water without a life belt. 
though there were plenty to be had. 

Of the 125 survivots brought in on 

the American Shipper, 41 were passen- 
gers and 84 crew; of the 23 on the 
Berlin, which docked at almost the 
Same time 18 were crew and only 6 
passengers. 
' these passengers from the 
Sunken steamer there came a story of 
hardship and heroism, of bravery and 
Dungling. of good intentions and in- 
competence which altogether comprised 
probably as breathless a tale of the 
sea as has been heard in all the his- 
tory of seamanship. 


What Passengers Charge. 


The composite story of the passen- 
gers, reduced to its essentials, is as 
follows: 

On Saturday last the Vestris, a 16- 
year-old craft, on which Capt. Carey 
was making his last trip before assum- 
ing command of the newer Voltaire as 
commodore of the Lamport & Holt 
Line, sailed for the Barbados and South 
American ports with 129 passengers and 
& crew of 199. There were 37 women 
and 13 children on board. 

That very night the ship ran into a 
blow that steadily incieased to gale 
force. The ship had a general cargo 
of 6.000 tons, cloth and automobiles 
and fruit and machinery and oil and 
bulk lead, and it rolled sluggishly in 
the gathering swells. 

During the night a definite List to 
starboard developed and when the pas- 
sengers awoke Sunday they found the 
ship hove-to and tipped in a way that 
seemed to them to indicate serious 
danger. 

There was no panic, but they asked 
what was wrong, and asked again as 
the list of the ship increased. Officers 
and stewards passed among them say- 
ing that there was no immediate dan- 
ger and fears were temporarily quieted 
But during Sunday the Ship tipped so 
much that the waves were running 
slong the rail of the promenade deck. 


Captain Seemed Uncertain. 


That was the time, passengers in- 
Sisted today, that the distress call 
should have been sent out and not in 
the middle of Monday morning as it 
was. The captain seemed calm. they 
said, then and unti! the very end, but 
he was like a man who couldn't make 
up his mind. 

There was little -leep Sunday night. 
Early Monday morning all passengers 
Were called on deck. The storm that 
on Saturday beat over the ship ‘and 
washed the furniture right out of the 
dining saloon had abated, but a high 
sea was running and the ship seemed 
almost on its side. 

At 10 o'clock Capt. Carey ordered the 
SO S, a call to ships none of which 
was nearer than 100 miles, and soon 
after that he gave the order to abandon 
ship. 

.. And then there came a scene of hor- 
ror that the survivors will not forget 
im all their lives. The order was 
“women and children first,” the law of 
the sea, and two boats were filled with 
them. But survivors said that the 
crew seemed inexpert in getting the 
Boats lowered. For two hours the 
women and children swung from the 
Mavits as the boats were lowered inch 
By inch, swinging with the sluggish 
lurch of the ship. 

Suddenly the ship wallowed in a 
trough deeper than any before and the 
two lifeboats were cracked like egg-

Norfolk, Va., Nov, 14 (A.P.).—Only 
three sturdy Coast Guard destroyers re- 
mained tonight out of the fleet of res- 
cue craft which had kept watch off the 
Virginia Capes in the hope of finding 
survivors or bodies from the foundered 
steamer Vestris. 

They were the Manning, Mascoutin, 
and Modoc. The Coast Guard head- 
quarters had ordered them to keep 


up their vigil until every hope of fur- 
ther rescue efforts had been abandoned 

Because of boiler damage from the 
heavy seas the destroyer Shaw was 
ordered to return to New York tonight 
by coast guard headquarters and she 
bore to that port the bodies of thirteen 
victims, including one identified as 
that of Maj. Yoshio Inouye, who was 
en route to Buenos Aires to assume the 
Japanese consulate. Maj. Inouye’'s wife 
had been saved by the battleship 
Wyoming.” 

The battleship Wyoming, with Vice 
Admiral Raylor. commander of the 
scouting fleet on board, had been or- 
dered by the Navy Department to sus- 
pend its search at nightfall, although 
the admiral was instructed to continue 
the efforts to find more victims if it 
was deemed wise 

Four other Coast Guard destroyers 
which were on the scene—the Davis, 
Wilkes, Tucker and Achusnet—were or- 
dered today back to their home bases.

New York, Nov. 14 (U.P.).-Women 
and children were first, in accordance 
with the ancient law of the sea, but 
most of the women and children per- 
ished and the men were saved.

Not a child, of more than 20 who 
were on board the vessel, was among 
those brought here today.

Women Act Bravely. 


“At 10:30, the women and children 
were brought up and were told to put 
on life preservers, Still we got no 
definite information from the officers 
ol crew. 

“The women were Wonderful. Some 
of them were crying quietly—but there 
was no hyster. One of them held 
in her arms a baby not more than 8 
months old. ll the children had been 
bundled up. They knew now that they 
would probably have to leave the ship 

“Isn't this fun?” I said to one little 
fellow with bright blue eyes, trying to 
cheer him up. He looked at his mother, 
who was cryi’%, and nodded—solemnly 

“At 11:30 they started to launch the 
lifeboats, over the port side—the side 
that was up as she listed. Then the 
trouble began. It took them two hours 
to launch those hoats, an operation 
that usually takes about 10 minutes. 

“The difficulty was that the life- 
boats kept catching on the sides of the 
ship. The outsides of the lifeboats 
were covered with clapboards, like a 
frame house, and these would catch 
on the overlapping steel plates of the 
ship’s hull. They tried to hold the 
lifeboats out—away from the ship—by 
pushing with oars. It was a slow and 
painful process. 


Boat Patched With Tin, 


“Boat No. 8—The lifeboat to which 
1 was assigned—had a hole torn in her 
side as they were letting her down.

“Toward sunset it began to cloud 
up. And then a thought flashed into 
my mind that made me feel a little 
Sick all over—sharks. 

“I don’t know whether Mrs. Ball ever 
thought of them or not. If she did, 
she kept still about it. 

“During that long night of waves 
and wind and rain we clung to the 
spar—talking intermittently. She told 
me that she was a stewardess. When 
we made for the spar and for several 
hours after we hao attached ourselves 
to it, I had no idea who she was. 

“I confess that we spent a good deal 
of time cussing out Capt. Carey for 
not getting those radio messages out 
earlier.

Brushed Against Fish.

The doctor ripped 
my clothes off. gave me a couple of 
shots of whiskey and an alcohol rub 
and told me to go to sleep, which I 
certainly did. When 1 woke up, the 
steward was ready to shave me. My 
clothes were. all dried.

This fourth boat was still hanging on 
the ropes and, of course, resting on the 
almost horizontal side of the vessel, 
close tn.the water. There was not time 
to cut it away, so the boat simply went 
over, tumbling its load of human be- 
ings into the boiling and seething 
waters. 

Fortunately, two or three boats. light- 
ly laden, cruised among the wreckage 
and picked up some passengers. It must 
be clearly stated, however, that they 
did not pick up all, and this was due 
to the fact that there were clearly not 
enough boats launched to save all the 
passengers and crew. 


Captain Shouts Good-by. 


As the ship finally settled, 1 recall 
very distinctly having a fleeting glimpse 
of the captain, who had been directing 
operations from the boat deck above 
the main promenade deck. He shouted. 
“Good-by, boys,” to such officers. crew 
and passengers who were near him. on 
the deck below, and then he went down 
with his ship. 

He was a tragic figure, without col- 
lar, unshaved, and showing every sign 
of having been on duty day and night 
There was an awful hopelessness in his 
face as he shouted these last words. ‘1 
did not see him again. 

It must be understood that 1 am try- 
ing te write my impressions as a care- 
ful journalist who made inquiries, but 
as is always the custom 
stress on shipboard, was not given very 
full information. However, I shall try 
to present events as clearly as I can 

The journey started on Saturday 
very auspiciously, with a calm sea, but 
a storm came up in the night. It was 
obvious on Sunday morning that 
something was wrong. 


Passengers Not Worried. 
The boat had a very definite 
but although it seemed to me to be 
rather alarming, it was not generally 
regarded as -serious by passengers 
They went around the boat walking at 
@ queer angle to keep their feet, and 


the minor officers assured them that

an hour or so. 

Some time later, 1 learned that the 
crew and officers knew the situation 
was grave and worked throughout 
Sunday night trying to remedy it. 

There may be some difference as to 
what happened, but there seems to be 
an overwhelming consensus that water 


got into the coal bunkers on the star- | 


board side and caused 
settle. I do not pretend to know any 
more than I picked up from the 
scraps of conversation with members 
of the crew, particularly some en- 
gineers. 

The weather had been very stormy 
on Sunday night and the Vestris was 
heavily loaded. As far as I can learn, 
the water got past one of the bulk- 
heads leading into the coal bunkers, 
with the result that by dawn on Mon- 
day morning it was impossible to 
pump the water out, as it was running 
in as fast as it was removed.

Bulkhead Door Not Tight. 

It is perhaps not possible to say 
exactly how the water got past 
bulkhead into the bunkers, but I know 
that in conversation with some of the 
crew in th? engine room I! was told 
that one of these bulkhead doors had 
not fitted very tightly. Whether this 
is true I am not in position to say, 

I remember remarking on Sunday 
afternoon that the Vestris seemed to be 
rolling a lot and later I was told that 
the engines hau been stopped Sunday 
afternoon. I believe that they were 
started again during the afternoon, but 
were stopped again, and throughout 
Sunday night the boat just drifted. 

It was clearly at the mercy of the 
waves on Sunday afternoon and I! re- 
member expressing surprise that al- 
though the sea seemed fairly quiet the 
boat was rolling considerabiy. 

I had my first taste of adventure 
about 4 o'clock Sunday afternoon. 1 
was lying on my Berth in my cabin 
while Mr. Ko..pe was reading in an op- 
posite berth, when suddenly a heavy 
sea broke in the window, carrying all 
the glass and sash clear across the 
cabin on my bed, swamping the cabin 
I called the steward and he gave us a 
cabin on the opposite side. 


Could Not See Horizon. 


When we shifted over to the star- 
board cabin we found the floor was 
sloping so badly that it was extremely 
difficult to walk, and when I awoke 
Monday morning and looked through 
the window it was like looking at the 
bottem of a well. The list was so great 
that I could not see the horizon at all. 
It was very difficult to stand upright. 

Even on Sunday night the list was 
too great to eat in the dining room. 
There were a few people there, but 
they decided it would be safer to have 
dinner in the cabin. and the steward 
brought a couple of plates of cold meat. 
While we were eating the boat gave a 
startling lurch, and almost every table 
in the dining room was swept from 
its base and thrown across the room. 
Food and chairs were scattered in all 
directions. 

We asked for information from such 
officers as were available, but they told 
us that it was just a temporary list, 
and that everything was all right, and 
the list would be corrected. 

However, it got worse and worse, and 
gome passengers who were either more 
seasoned travelers or nervous, decided 
it would be too risky to go to bed, and 
they did not undress Sunday night. 


Captain Forbade Wireless. 


I sent a message to him early on 
Monday morning stating that I would 
like to see him, because I wanted to 
send a story about the condition of the 
boat. However, the captain sent back 
word that no story could be sent 
through. I then went to the wireless 
room and taiked with the four opera- 
tors there. I explained that 1 was a 
mewspaper men and they let me stay. 
I remained nearly an hour, listening 
to an extraordinary exchnage of mes- 
sages, and I knew their purp 
cause one radio officer would 
them to another. The operators 
at their desks balanced on one leg 
making the best they could of a very 
difficult situation. It was perhaps 9 
o'clock when I first went to the wireless 
room, and I remained there for about 
an hour. At first they sent out mes- 
sages containing the bearings and pos!t- 
tion of the Vestris and then one of 
the officers went to Capt. Carey and 
reported the position of the boats 
whose aid could be called. Several ves- 
sels were called and answered. As far 
I could gather, some of these were as 
much as 300 miles away 1 talked to 
the gperators and they told me that 
the nearest boat seemed to be the 
Santa Barbara. about 60 miles away. 
I asked him where he figured the Ves- 
tris was at that time. and he said about 
100 miles east of Cape Mey.

More- 
over, I got a fleeting glimpse of a boat 
being smashed up, so the prospects of 
getting aboard on that side did not 
seem encouraging. We went back to 
the captain and said there seemed to 
us to be room in the boat that was 
still hanging on the port side. He said 
all right, that he would arrange for 
us to get aboard that. 

It was while we were planning to do 
this that the Vestris suddenly tilted 
and went down I found myself cling- 
ing to the rail, and the rail, instead 
of being horizontal, was absolutely 
perpendicular. 

When the water hed reached within 
about 10 feet of me I dropped, and with 
about a dozen others, went gurgling 
into this horrible well. I have never 
heard such noises. Explosions were not 
particularly loud, but there seemed 1t°9 
be an imminent threat that they would 
be followed by a terrific blowing up of 
the whole vessel. Fortunately, this did 
not happen. I was conscious of some 
overpowering chemical which seemed 
like ammonia. These fumes rose sul- 
focatingiy over the rising water. 

As 1 dropped I put my hands above 
my head to save myself from being 
thrown against the floating timber on 
the surface above.

Swam With Life Belt.

Mrs De 
Vore turned to the crew of the boat 
and said, “For God’s sake go after 
hem.

There were two or three members of 
the crew who wanted to go, but the 
negroes grumbled threateningly that if 
any more were taken on the boat would 
swamp. 

Mrs. De Vore said: “You ought to be 
ashamed of yourselves to leave men 
drown like that.”

It was a very difficult task for the 
men in charge of the boat, particularly 
as it didn’t seem very clear to me who 
was in command.

MR. BALDWIN’S SUGGESTION. 

Prime Minister Baldwin succeeded in 
defeating Mr. -Lloyd George’s resolution 
declaring that the Anglo-French compro- 
mise “endangered the prospect of peace 
in Europe and good relations with the 
United States.” The British government 
could not be expected to make an admis- 
sion of that kind, especially since it con- 
tains much truth. The resolution was a 
partisan attempt to put the Baldwin gov- 
ernment “in a hole,” and by a partisan 
vote it was defeated. 

Mr. Baldwin finds himself greatly em- 
barrassed by the blunders of subordin- 
ates. The Chamberlains, Cushenduns 
and Bridgemans have piled up troubles 
for the British prime minister, who can 
not altogether repudiate their acts. He 
values the confidence and friendship of 
the United States; they have been aztive 
in schemes: calculated to destroy that 
confidence and friendship. The carefully 
prepared Armistice Day address of 
President Coolidge has disclosed to the 
world how serious is the difference be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States in the matter of naval armaments. 
The refusal of Great Britain to stand by 
its previously declared acceptance of the 
spirit of the Washington conference, 
looking to naval parity, followed by the 
partly secret Anglo-French accord aimed 
against the American program for buiid- 
ing cruisers up toward equality with 
Britain, has compelled the President of 
the United States to speak very plainly 
in regard to naval armaments, debt set- 
tlements, and proposed further financia! 
assistance to Europe. 

Mr. Coolidge makes it clear that the 
United States will now require a bona fide 
naval limitation agreement as a condition 
precedent to further financial coopera- 
tion with Europe. Any additional loans 


to Europe, moreover, must be carefully 


considered on a business basis. The 
United States takes note of large expen- 
ditures by both Great Britain and 
France for military purposes. Mr. Cool- 
idge gives notice that the United States 
does not propose to finance another war. 

Prime Minister Baldwin agrees with 
Mr. Coolidge that Europe and America 
are lacking in understanding. He re- 
calls that shipwreck has occurred because 
European statesmen did not understand 
the political system of the United States, 
which differs so radically from the 
European system. He suggests that per- 
sonal conferences between European and 
American authorities would do much to 
remove misunderstanding and thus pro- 
mote confidence and friendship. 

There is solid merit in this suggestion. 
A day’s conference between Mr. Coolidge 
and Prime Minister Baldwin, or a cecn- 
ference later between Mr. Baldwin and 
Mr. Hoover, would doubtless sweep away 
many of the obstacles set up by marplots 
like Chamberlain, Cushendun and Bridge- 
man. If Mr. Baldwin is in earnest in 
desiring restoration of confidence and 
friendship between his country and the 
United States he can hasten that condi- 
tion by reiterating the declaration of 
Mr. Balfour in 1922, accepting the prin- 
ciple of naval parity between the two 
countries. A conference between the two 
heads of government could then brush 
away details and bring about a genuine 
limitation of the world’s greatest naval 
armaments. 


THE COOLIDGE FUND. 


No finer expression in behalf of the sus- 
tained interest of Mrs. Coolidge in the Clarke 
School for the Deaf, at Northampton, Mass., 
could. be suggested than the raising of a 
$2,000,000 fund in behalf of the school, to bear 
the title ‘‘The Coolidge Fund.” It is a scheme 


of provision that should enlist the interest | 


and cooperation of those who hold the spirit 
of merciful ministry. 


Medical science has done much in behalf of 


the deaf whose recovery is not organically im- 
possible, and has reduced the number of those 
who reach the state of deafness through pro- 


| during 
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gressive stages. While the purely medica] at- 
tack upon the problem is being carried on, 
the education of those deprived of hearing 
remains the charge of persons who, by event 
or by inclination, are identified with the actual 
training of the deaf, especially those of youth- 
ful years, or with the securing of funds, as in 
this instance, for their education in such man- 
ner as to help them in the race of life. 

The Coolidge fund will constitute a solid 
support for the Clarke School, while assuring 
the permanent identification with it of the 
name of one whose early service has been a 
continuing influence in the school and with its 
friends, 


THE VESTRIS TRAGEDY. 

Through the jumbled and at times conflict- 
ing stories told by survivors of the stricken 
Vestris runs a theme of criticism. The life- 
boats, it is said, were not in good condition, 
nor was the crew properly drilled to take 
charge without confusion in such an emer- 
gency. The call for assistance was delayed 
fully 24 hours beyond the time it should have 
been sent. Had vessels been summoned Sun- 
day morning instead of Monday, passengers 
and crew could have been transferred without 
loss of life. It is natural that survivors of 
such a catastrophe should be unnerved, and it 
is inevitable that they should be censorious. It 
is obvious, however, that something was wrong. 

The Steamboat Inspection Service reports 
that the Vestris was given a “regular inspec- 
tion” three days before she cleared for South 
America. . Examination was made prior to the 
loading of cargo and a certificate permitting 
her to sail was issued by the inspector in New 
York. There was no evidence then that the 
boat was unseaworthy. She had no list, and 
there was no indication that the lifeboats were 
unseaworthy. 

Explanations vary as to the cause of the 
tragedy. Some witnesses say that under the 
steady pounding of a heavy sea the cargo of 
coal shifted, causing the vessel to list to star- 
board until: she began to ship water. Others 
insist that the pounding waves battered open 
port holes and that the bulkheads became 
flooded. ‘There seems to be general agree- 
ment that the pumps of the Vestris broke 
down, making it impossible for her rid 
herself of the flood that steadily rose in her 
hull. will be regarding causes 
that are slated to 
take place, and until they have been completed 
it would be well for the public to 
judgment.

It was ap- 
parent to the officers of the Vestris as early as 
Sunday morning that was in difficulty. 
Probably they thought then that it would be 
possible to pull through without outside as- 
sistance: at any rate they did not ask for help. 
When finally it became apparent that the Ves- 
tris was doomed it was too late to get all 
passengers off into rescuing vessels. Surely 
this was an error in judgment. Those en- 
trusted with the lives of so many should never 
wait until the moment of disaster before sum- 
moning assistance.

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AMERICAN BIOGRAPHY. 


Publication of the first volume of the 
Dictionary of American Biography marks ‘an 
important advance in American history and 
American letters. When completed the dic- 
tionary will be in twenty volumes, containing 
the biographies of at least 15,000 persons 
written by several thousand different con- 
tributors. The dictionary will be the first 
comprehensive, authoritative: and authentic 
work in the field of biography, painting pic- 
tures of the lives of great men in all fields of 
endeavor who built America. 

Compilation of a work of this nature is a 
tremendous task. Early in the history of the 
country, as is pointed out by the editor, Dr. 
Allen Johnson, it would have been compara- 
tively simple for a William Allen or a John 
Eliot single-handed to have written a diction- 
ary of biography. In the intervening years 
American life has hecome more complex and 
figures have appeared that were not dreamed 
of in colonial times. Thousands of men in 
many walks of life contributed their services 
n the upbuilding of America. It requires men 
of wide experience in highly specialized fields 
o sift out those lives that should be included 
in the roster. As a result of the complexity 
of modern society it has been found necessary 
to make the dictionary of biography a co- 
operative undertaking. : 

The work will take its place beside the na- 
tional biographical collections of France, Eng- 
land and Germany. Increasingly as the years 
pass will it become an invaluable reference 
work in the field of Americana. 


LOCATING OIL BY RADIO. 


For many years men have tumbled over one 
another in their haste to discover, and to drain, 
the world’s oil reservoirs. It mattered not 
whether there was immediate demand for the 
output. When production exceeded demand 
huge tanks were built in which superfluous 
oil could be stored and the cost of building 
and maintaining these artificial reservoirs was 
added to the cost of oil. Lately, however, a 
new proposal has been gaining ground. Why 
not permit the oil to remain underground 
secure in its natural reservoirs until such time 
as demand makes necessary its removal? 

Storage of oil in its natural reservoirs, how- 
ever, presupposes the discovery of pools and 
an ascertainment of their probable yield. This 
is an expensive undertaking, commanding all 
the resources of knowledge and skill of the 
trained gedphysicist. Myriad miles of terri- 
tory, in regions where there are few or no 
conveniences, must be surveyed in the face of 
the greatest difficulties. 

Oil operators, quickened by President Cool- 
idge’s order that the Government join forces 


with the industry in working out the problems , 


of oil conservation, believe that they should 
be given authority to use the radio in their 
work. They point out that a geophysical sur- 
vey party must work far from existing com- 
munication agencies and that frequently it 
must be split into a number of small parties, 
which must keep constantly in intercommuni- 
cation. They say that Dutch, English and 
German geophysical surveyors are permitted 
to use radio and hence are able to work to 
better advantage than Americans. They need 
but five short wave channels, and they ask the 
Radio Commission to grant them. 

Despite the fact that oil seems at times to 
be abundant there is constant need for the 
discovery of new sources of supply. Geo- 
physicists give assurance that, if they are per- 
mitted to utilize radio, they will be able to 


| locate the oil and chart it so that it can remain | 


La 


sealed in its original package until needed. 
Such reserve supplies, they say, would serve 
to stabilize the industry. The arguments are 
appealing. It remains to be seen whether or 
not they will prove convincing to the Federal 
Radio Commission, which has the final voice 
in the disposition of short wave channels. 


A NOTED BACONIAN, 


No more earnest or persistent advocate of 
the Baconian authorship of the plays usually 
attributed to Shakespeare ever existed than 
Sir George Greenwood, whose death, in his 


seventy-ninth year, has recently been an- 


nounced. Born in 1850 and educated at Kton 


College and Cambridge University, from 
which latter institution he graduated with a 
first class in the classical tripos in 1873, he 
was called to the bar in 1876. He was elected 
to the house of commons as a Liberal by the 
voters of Peterborough in 1906, and he con- 
tinued to represent that constituency until 
December, 1918. He was knighted in 1916. 

Greenwood took an infrequent part in po- 
litical debates, but, while he was in parliament 
and for some years afterward, he devoted 
much time and research to an investigation of 
the much vexed question of Bacon versus 
Shakespeare. His learning and his position 
gave weight to the views he expressed, which 
were most decidedly anti-Stratfordian. In 1908 
he presented the Baconian faith in “The 
Shakespeare Problem Restated,” in which his 
arguments were acute and ably sustained, if 
occasionally rather specious and accompanted 
by special pleading. He returned to the attack 
with “In re Shakespeare’ in 1909 and “The 
Vindicators of Shakespeare” in 1911 and he 
kept the fires of discussion burning with many 
other publications from 1916 to 1925. 

It goes without saying that neither Sir 
George Greenwood nor any of the other ‘De- 
famers of Shakespeare,” as Sir Edward Sul- 
livan called them, have been able to dislodge 
the “Sweet Swan Avon’”’ the hold 
which he has gained on the admiration and 
affections of his fellow countrymen and of all 
nations in which the English is 
spoken, read, or understood.

GRAPPLING WITH SOCIALISM. 


The British Conservative party is going to 
be subjected to hostile criticism and severe 
attack in the house of commons and in the 
constituencies alike, during the remainder of 
the parliamentary session which began last 
week. lLaborites and Liberals, though as far 
apart as the ‘poles on other questions, will 
be at one in raking fore and aft both the do- 
mestic and the foreign policies of the Baldwin 
administration. The government majority in 
the house of commons over the combined oppo- 
sition is, however, so great that there is little 
likelihood—though there is always the possi- 
bility—of its sustaining such a defeat on any 
vital measure as would force a dissolution of 
the present parliament, and thus bring it to 
an end before it has run its full statutory 
course. There still remains the contingency 
that, if circumstances were at any moment f:- 
vorable, the prime minister might recommend 
a dissolution in advance of the date on which, 
under the constitution, the parliament must 
come to an end. That course of action is not 
so improbable as it may just now seem. 

All three parties are straining every nerve 
and bending themselves to the task of win- 
ning the next general election, which, if events 
follow the expected course, is scheduled to 
come off late next spring. The 5,000,000 
young women voters lately added to the elec- 
torate complicate the issue considerably, for 
no one can pretend to foretell, with any de- 
gree of certainty, how the bulk of their ballots 
will be cast. It is, however, not at all, un- 
likely that the Laborites will gain more from 
the universal suffrage now prevailing than both 
of the other parties combined. Those gains are 
expected to be made principally in the large 
industrial centers, 

The recent victory of a Socialist-Labor candi- 
date at a parliamentary by-election in the 
heart of Lancashire, and the large gains 
achieved by labor at the nation-wide municipal 
elections, seem to warrant the claim of J. Ram- 
say MacDonald that the ‘‘flowing tide” is with 
the party of which he is the able, if much 
harassed, leader. 

The Laborites will, it is stated, put 600 
candidates in the field for the 615 seats in 
the house of commons. They stand to win 
constituencies both from the Liberals and the 
Conservatives, and it is quite possible that 
they may secure a majority sufficient to enable 
them to form and carry on an administration. 


It will be a gigantic contest, and probably I. L. 


Garvin is correct when he says that in Britain

Varying Vote for Electors, 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In 

looking over the vote cast in the late 
election I was forcibly impressed with 
the difference as shown by the several 
States. I am referring only to the 
vote cast for electors. Each State is 
entitled to two electors without regard 
to its population; the others are based 
on population, which now is pretty 
nearly equivalent to the number of 
voters. This is a very wise provision 
of the Constitution, the aim being to 
place all the States on an equality 
nearly as possible. 
' Formerly the ratio of voters to popu- 
lation was one voter to five of the 
population. Since the advent of women 
voters this ratio has been materially 
changed, and is now three voters to 
each five of the population. In the 
calculation I shall give I allow to each 
State only the electors based on popu- 
lation. I find in one State the average 
vote to an elector was 24,482; ,in an- 
other, 14,528; in a third, 8,886; in a 
fourth, only 7,806. 

In two other States the ratio is 96,- 
571 and 98,518, respectively. Thus, in 
four States 407,445 votes elected 36 men 
who will have a voice in deciding who 
shall be President, while 542,415, in an- 
other State could choose only sixteen 
electors. Is that fair? Is that an 
equality? In another State 4,255,092 
voters were able to elect only seven 
more electors than the 407,445 already 
mentioned, ;

PROFIT TAKING PUTS 
GHECK ON ADVANCES 


Day’s Stock Turnover Is Sec- 
ond Largest in New York 
Exchange History. 


CLOSING IS IRREGULAR 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Nov. 14.—The stock mar- 
Ket boiled again today and piled up 
the second largest volume of busi- 
ness in the history of the New York 
Stock Exchange, topped only by Mon- 
day’s tremendous turnover. It was a 
market of extreme raggedness most of 
the day, however, filled with cross 
currents. Following a strong open- 


ing and an early forward movement 
of substantial proportions, bear sell- 
ing and profit-taking in mid-season 
checked the advance and a period of 
marked irregularity ensued, with nu- 
merous broad changes each way. 

In mid-afternoon, however, the 
forward movement was rather general- 
ly reinaugurated and, despite a down- 
turn near the close in some of the 
more active issues, gains on the day, 
ranging up to more than 13 points, 
were decidedly in the majority. Size- 
able loses, largely confined to special- 
ty stocks, ranged up to 6% points. 

With more than _ 5,400,000 shares 


changing hands, it was the third suc- | 


cessive day of the sensational Hoover 
bull market in which the _ 5,000,000 
mark has been passed and the fourth 
Such day in all time—the other hav- 
ing been that of last June 12, in the 
late spring reaction. 


Ticker Again Far Behind. 


The ticker ran all the way from 
20 minutes to upward of an hour 
behind transactions on the floor and 
continued until 80 minutes after the 
market's close before the final quota- 
tion was printed. 

Some 50 issues established new 
highs for the year or more and but 
three issues set new lows. Out- 
standing in the former class were Na- 
tional Bellas Hess, with a net appreci- 
ation of 135, points; Chicago Pneu- 
matic Tool, with a gain on the day of 
7% points, despite a late comeback of 
2 points from its new peak; Westing- 
house, 6', net higher; Commercial Sol- 
vents, 8%, and Ludlum Steel, Superior 
Steel, Centra!

Structural Research Medal 


Dr. Herbert L. Whittemore 
Is Given Morehead 
Trophy for 1927. 


Dr. Herbert L. Whittemore, research 
engineer at the Bureau of Standards, 
was awarded yesterday the James Tur- 
ner Morehead Medal of 1927 by the In-

Miss Cahill’s Body 


Remains Unclaimed 


nable to Locate 


Relatives of Woman Who 
Killed Herself. 


Efforts to get into communication 
with her relatives having proved futile, 
the body of Mary Cahill, 25 years old 
who yesterday ended her life in a room- 
ing house at 509 Third street north- 
west, after a vain search for employ- 
ment, lay unclaimed at the District 
Morgue last night. 

The young woman died from inhaling 
flluminating gas in a little “third floor 
back” room in the home of the Rev. 
Herbert W. Kline, at whose home she 
has lived for the last two weeks. Her 
body was found in bed yesterday morn- 
ing by Mrs. Kline when she traced the 
odor of gas to the girl’s room 

Mrs. Kline called the Fire Depart- 
ment rescue squad, which endeavored for 
nearly half an hour to revive Miss Ca- 
hill before she was pronounced dead bY 
physicians from Casualty Hospital. 

Her body was removed to the morgue 
where an inquest will be held this 
morning. 

Among Miss Cahill’s effects was found 
the name of her mother, Mrs. Patrick 
Cahill, and a Philadelphia acdress af 
which the police tried to communicate 
with the young woman’s relatives, but 
were told that they were not known 
there. Lieut. Joseph Morgan, acting 
chief of detectives, last night ordered 
another search of her belongings in an 
effort to find some clue as to the where- 
abouts of her relatives.
